Fulsewerk on Highway bridge 
demolished, 20 men escape death 


Twenty men narrowly escaped, bled or been pulled to safety. 


serious injury and possible death 
in a mishap on the new Highway 
36 bridge north of Tabor which 
may hold up completion of the 
bridge for a month.. 


The photo above shows the up- 
stream side of the bridge where 
river ice, lifting under the pres- 
sure from the rising water, top- 
pled the falsework for the two 
centre spans. The crew was work- 
ing in the spaces where fallen 
timbers can be seen (eight of them 
‘within. six feet of the water) at 
8:45 Monday morning when the 
structures gave way. 


Two men were pinned by fall- 
ing steel and wood; one of them, 
Jim Friesen of Taber, was still in 
hospital with possible chest injur- 
jes at last report. 

A third man was thrown into 
the Oldman River, only about six 
feet deep at that point but flow- 
ing rapidly and barely above 
freezing temperature. He was 
swept downstream but worked his 
way close enough to shore that a 
rope could be thrown to him. 

The temporary causeway and 
bridge downstream from _ the 
bridge were washed out and a 
sizeable quantity of building ma- 
terial carried off down river. 

Only a minute and a half elaps- 
ed from the time the pilings gave 
way until the last man had scram-

The Honourable Douglas 8. 
Harkness, Minister of Agriculture, 
announced today that the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization Board has sus- 
pended the diversion support pro- 
gram on Cenada No. 1 potatoes 
to starch factories, effective April 
14, 1958. In line with this de- 
eision inspection at starch plants 
will not be available after that 
date. . 

Suspension of potato payments 
seems advisable at present since 
prices have advanced considerably 
in the past two months and the 
market has remained firm. Under 
existing conditions it is unneces- 
sary for producers to divert Can- 
ada No. 1 potatoes to starch fac- 
tories on account. of price levels.

Chicken sexing exacting - 
but well-paid occupation 


By JACK VASSOS 


There are many unusual jobs in 
the world but one of the most un- 
usual tasks performed in Melville 
is that of Harry Tabata, young 
Vancouver Japanese, who special- 
izes in “chicken sexing”. 

An annual visitor to, Melville 
hatcheries for the past four years, 
Harry is one of that small group 
of highly trained individuals who 
each spring in Canada are called 


on to separate male and female] 


chicks during the hatchery sea- 
| Son. . 


It is an exacting job that calls 
for both speed and accuracy, re- 
quiring that the sexer handle from 
900 to 1,600 birds an hour if he is 
to make any money. 
‘And make money, they do. 
When it is considered they get 
paid by the chick and that they 
handle from 6,000 to 10,000 a day, 
the amount they make in the two- 
and-half month season can readily 
be appreciated. But the pay must 
be good, for the season is so short. 
To the average person, the sex- 
ing of a chick may be somewhat 
of a mystery, but to Harry there 
is little mystery involved. With 
movements that rival machine- 
like automation, it takes him only 
a matter of seconds to make his 
inspection with the aid of a spe- 
cial optical instrument, and toss 
|the bird lightly into its proper 
bin. That is all therd isto it. 
Some: species of chicks, such as 
Barred Rocks and ‘New Hamp- 
shires, he can separate simply by 
looking at the coloring of their 
heads and tiny wings. The only

But 1958, he finds, is not 
too good a year. He now totals a 
“mere” 6,000 birds daily, because 
he is working only the two Mel- 
ville hatcheries. ; 

Harry arrived here March 8 and 
by the end of May will have gone 
again, his work in the hatcheries 
over for another season, Once at 
the coast, he will board his boat 
and join the fleets of fishermen 
that ply the coastal waters in 
search of -tuna, salmon, crab and 
shrimp. .

Heavier run-off 


Farmers seeking water .on their 
property should be wary of the 
claims of water diviners, says 
J. M. Murray, assistant professor 

of agricultural engineering at the 
University of Saskatchewan. 

He says in a university infor- 
mation bulletin that water “witch- 
ing” has proven to He unreliable 
in every case where it has been 
subjected to realistic tests. 

No method of locating ground 
water, except by drilling, can be 
recommended, he says. . 

“Witching” for water is the use 
of forked twigs or wires which 
diviners claim dip or pull in areas 
where ground water occurs. 

Mr. Murray said self-styled 
diviners_have a complete miscon- 
ception of the occurrence of 
ground water, 

“The people whq claim to ve 
able to locate ground water al- 
most invariably speak of groud 
water as flowing in underground 
streams,” he said. 

“Water can be found at: almost 
every ‘location where one wishes 
to drill a hole. Unfortunately most 
of this water occurs in clay or 
shale deposits through. which it 
moves s6 slowly that it is not 
available to a well. 

“Where sand or gravel deposits 
occur the water can flow quickly 
into a well to give a_ suitable 
supply. 

Thus, says Mr. Murray, the 
search for a well is not so much 
a search for water as it is a 
search for sand and _ gravel 
deposits. 
~ He says the claims of water 
diviners and others who sup- 
posedly would find .water by the 
use of curious instruments find 
success through appealing to 
people who do not understand them 
and as a general rule have ng 
scientific basis.

The only thing that can be done,

_ With. careful planning of work, 
he said, it is possible to reduce the 
total expired time for construc- 
tion of an above-slab house to a 
minimum of 14 days. 

New materials are available to 
help reduce inimediate and ex- 
tended costs, he said. such as éx- 
terior paints that will last up to 
20 years, synthetic roof co®tings, 
above-floor plumbing, styrofoam 
insulation - materials, electronic 
ovens that cook steaks in 414 min- 
utes, hot water heating systems, 
zone control thermostats, and such 
conveniences as. néw ‘type water 
faucets with one control handle 
which a ‘housewife, with her hands 
full, can operate with her elbow 
to adjust water temperature and 
pressure to the exact requirement.

Civil Defence. auxiliary fire fighters 


commence 16: weeks 


A 16. weeks training course in 
fire fighting opened recently under 
the sponsorship of the Hanna 
Civil Defence organization. The 
course, with an enrollment of 21 
men is conducted in the public 
school made available*through the 
courtesy of the local school board. 

H. B. Clarke, Civil Defence co- 
ordinator pointed out at the first 
meeting the reason for thé C.D. 
fire truck being placed at Hanna 
this winter. “It was. placed in 
Hanna for the purpose of training 
auxiliary firemen and not just to 
be housed for Civil Defence head- 
quarters,” said Mr. Clarke. 

There is evidence that men in 
towns adjacent to Hanna are in- 
terested in taking this course, and 
C.D. authorities in Edmonton have 
agreed to leave the firefighting 
equipment in Hanna for training 
purposes until the first of July.

Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 


TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN 


Your attention is directed to Bylaw 455 of the Municipal 
District of Wainwright No. 61, reference to travel on Muni- - 
cipal Roads, The Council seek your co-operation in this 


matter. | 
BYLAW No. 455 


A Bylaw of the Municipaf District of Wainwright, No. 
61, to limit the operation of Trucks, Trailers and Traction 
Engines on all public roads, highways, streets and lanes in 
the Municipal District of Wainwright, (No. 61. 


WHEREAS: 

Under the provisions of the Municipal Districts Act 
1954, the control of all public roads, highways, streets and 
lanes within the said Municipal District is vested in ‘the 
Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 and there is a duty 
on the Municipal District to repair the said rosds. 


AND WHEREAS: 

Under the provisions of the Public Service Vehicles Act- 
the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, local 
road, or portion thereof by any truck, trailer, or traction 
engine and the said Public Service Vehicles Act and the 
Highways Traffic Board do- not provide for.the control as 
contemplated in this Bylew. 


THEREFORE: 

The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 enacts as follows: The term “truck” shall include all 
trucks with a rated capacity of one ton or more and the term 
“tractor” shall include traction engines operated on wheels 
and also such-motor vehicles as run on tracks. 

_No person shall operate any truck, trailer, or tractor on 
any district_road, local road or portion thereof without per- 
mission of the Councillor in the division im which the ve- 
hicle is operating during any rain storm or during a rainy 
season or at any time when the said vehicle breaks through 
the surface of the roadway r causes rutting or breaks chunks 
of roai materials from the road bed. 


Any person or persons who are found guilty of a breach 

of this Bylaw shall be guilty of an offence, and liable on 

‘summary conviction for_a first offence to a penalty of not 

more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and costs, for a second 

' . offence to a penalty of not more than Fifty ($50.00) dollars 

and costs, for a-third or subsequent offence to a penalty of 
not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars and costs.
